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Plain and Buffered Lidocaine for Neonatal Circumcision 


The anesthetic effect of dorsal penile nerve block with plain lidocaine 1% for 
circumcision is not improved by buffering the lidocaine. 


Cytology Alone Versus Cytology and Cervicography for Cervical 
Cancer Screening: A Randomized Study 

Adding cervicography to cervical cytology does not improve detection of 
premalignant cervical lesions, although cervicography seems capable of detecting 
papillomavirus-positive premalignant lesions not identified by cytology. 


Postpartum Regression Rates of Antepartum Cervical 
Intraepithelial Neoplasia II and III Lesions 


There is a high regression rate of cervical intraepithelial neoplasia II and III lesions 
following delivery. 


Transvaginal Endometrial Sonography in Postmenopausal 
Women Taking Tamoxifen 
Transvaginal sonography is a viable, noninvasive method of diagnosing endometrial 


disease in postmenopausal women who are taking adjuvant tamoxifen therapy for 
breast carcinoma. 


Prognostic Significance of Tumor Angiogenesis in Endometrial

High intratumor microvessel count is associated with poor overall survival of 
patients with endometrial cancer. 


Perineal Talc Exposure and Subsequent Epithelial Ovarian

Use of talcum powder does not increase the risk of developing epithelial ovarian 
cancer. 


Pseudocyst of the Umbilical Cord: Prenatal Sonographic 
Appearance and Clinical Significance 


Umbilical cord pseudocysts are associated strongly with aneuploidy and structural 
defects, regardless of their prenatal sonographic appearance. 


Objective Diagnosis of Micrognathia in the Fetus: 
The Jaw Index 


The measurement of the jaw index allows an accurate and objective diagnosis of 
micrognathia in the fetus. 


Amniotic Fluid Lamellar Body Count: Cost-effective Screening 
for Fetal Lung Maturity 


The use of lamellar body counts in a cascade testing scheme can eliminate the need 
for the majority of lecithin/sphingomyelin ratios and phosphatidylglycerol assays. 


Congenital Malformations After the Use of Inhaled Budesonide 
in Early Pregnancy 


Infants (n = 2014) whose mothers had used an inhaled glucocorticoid, budesonide, 
for asthma in early pregnancy showed the expected rate of congenital 
malformations. 
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Maternal Magnesium Sulfate and the Development of Neonatal 
Periventricular Leucomalacia and Intraventricular Hemorrhage 


Maternal magnesium sulfate exposure does not alter the incidence or severity of 


periventricular leucomalacia and intraventricular hemorrhage in preterm neonates. 


Nucleated Red Blood Cells in Infants of Smoking Mothers 


Fetal exposure to maternal smoking results in increased nucleated red blood cells at 


birth in term, appropriate for gestational age infants 


Effect of a Vaginal Device on Quality of Life With Urinary 
Stress Incontinence 


Treatment with a vaginal device significantly decreases leakage and improves 


quality of life in women with symptoms of urinary stress incontinence. 


Sonographic Evaluation of the Bladder Neck in Continent and 
Stress-Incontinent Women 


Urethral dilation occurs in incontinent and parous continent, but not in nulliparous 


continent, women 


Helical Computed Tomography in Differentiating Appendicitis 
and Acute Gynecologic Conditions 


Helical computed tomography is highly accurate and useful in clinical management 


of women suspected of having either appendicitis or acute gynecologic conditions. 


Effects of Providing Hospital-Based Doulas in Health 
Maintenance Organization Hospitals 


Labor support from a doula significantly reduces epidural use and improves 


perceptions of childbirth but does not reduce need for operative deliveries. 


Hemoglobin and Red Cell Indices Correlated With Serum 
Ferritin Concentration in Late Pregnancy 


Maternal ferritin concentrations at 28-30 weeks’ gestation correlate best with 


hemoglobin levels and identify pregnant women who need iron therapy. 


Predicting Delivery Within 48 Hours in Women Treated With 
Parenteral Tocolysis 


Cervical dilation of 2 cm or more and bleeding on admission predict likelihood of 


delivery within 48 hours in women receiving magnesium sulfate. 


Pregnancy Complicated by the Antiphospholipid Syndrome: 
Outcomes With Intravenous Immunoglobulin Therapy 


In pregnancies complicated by the antiphospholipid syndrome, maternal and fetal 


outcomes appear improved with the use of intravenous immunoglobulin. 


Nitric Oxide Production With Preeclampsia 


Elevated plasma levels and normal renal clearance of nitrite and nitrate indicate that 


nitric oxide production is increased in preeclampsia.

Ultrasound-Assisted Laparoscopic Creation of a Neovagina By 
Modification of Vecchietti’s Operation 


Vecchietti’s laparoscopic operation is facilitated by sonographic observation of the 
bladder and the needle passage through the vesicorectal space. 

The Risk-of-Malignancy Index to Evaluate Potential Ovarian 
Cancers in Local Hospitals 


The risk-of-malignancy index—based on menopausal status, ultrasound features, 
and serum CA 125—is a simple method of detecting patients with advanced ovarian 


cancer for referral to centralized primary surgery.

Body mass index is a useful risk factor in predicting the development of gestational 
diabetes mellitus in adolescent gravidas. 


Long-term Results of Hysteroscopic Myomectomy fur Abnormal

effective and gives patients a high chance of averting further gynecologic surgery.

Peritoneal fluid levels of urea nitrogen and creatinine are identical to serum levels.

Adrenomedullin concentrations in amniotic fluid are higher in women with preterm 
labor, no response to tocolysis, or premature rupture of membranes than in women 
with normal pregnancy. 


Clearance of Fetal Products and Subsequent Immunoreactivity 
of Blood Salvaged at Cesarean Delivery 


Although fetal cells are not eliminated by intraoperative blood-salvage processing, 
the product is compatible by crossmatching and does not react immunologically 
with maternal serum.
